More than one year ago the 
‘Alabama Press Association se- 
lected nine editors to investi- 
gate publicity laws in other 
states and report to the Ala- 
bama Press Association. The 
nine appointees investigated 
publicity laws in forty two 
states and reported that Ala- 
bama had fewer publicity laws 
of public affairs and expendi- 
tures of public moneys than 
any of the states they had in 
vestigated. | 

From the forty-two states 
the committee from the Ala- 
bama Press Association culled 
what they believed to be onc 
dozen of the best publicity stat 
utes of other states. 

At the Winter session of the 
‘Alabama Legislature these 
twelve statutes of other states 
were indroduced for passage 
In the House ofRepresentatives 
the proposed laws were sent 
to several committees. In the 
Senate the entire dozen bills 
went to the finance and tax 
ationation committee, wher 
they still remain, without act 
jon of any kind having bee. 
taken upon them. About tw 
weeks ago some twenty editor; 
from different parts of Ala 
bama appeared before the 
Senate committee and explain 
ed the merits of the proposec 
measures. 

Practically every editor oi 
weekly newspaper in Alabama 
has asked for the enactment o1 
these measures. In this worl 
the weekly newspapers have 
been assisted by many of the 
smaller dailies of the State. 

Up to this time the so called 
large daily newspapers, such a: 
The Montgomery Advertiser 
have had nothing to say, com 
plete copies of the bills neve: 
having reached our desks. 

Today all of the proposed 
bills are on our desk. We hav 
given them some study, with 
a view to rendering an opinion 

It is instantly apparent t 
the Montgomery Advertise: 
that the committee appointec 
by the Alabama _ Press Asso: 
ciation has been doing some ar: 
duous and meritorious work. 

The fact that there is noth 
ing new, novel or untried about 
these proposed measures is onk 
strong factor in their favor 
The Montgomery Advertise: 
finds much merit in many ol! 
the proposed measures and we 
join the weeklies and small 
dailies of Alabama in hoping 
that our lawmakers will study 
the proposed bills and write 
many of them into our statutes 
before this Legislature ad.

$335 AN ACRE OFF BEANS 


Opelika, Ala., August 25.— 
Butter beans have been profit- 
able for at least one Lee county 
farmer this year, Jake Prince 
of the Salem community, plant- 
ed beans late last spring anel 
his sales have netted $670, or 
$335 per acre,

FIRE LOSS $50,000 AT LAKE- 
WOOD MILL

Florala, Ala., Aug. 28.—The 
dry kiln of the Britton Lumber 
Company, at Lakewood, three 
miles from Florala, was de- 
stroyed by fire at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon with a loss of approx 
imately $50,000. There were 
250,000 feet of lumber in the 
kiln and it burned the whole 
afternoon. The cause of the 
fire is believed to have been a 
spark from the planing mill 
falling on the dry roof of the 
kiln. 

The working force of the 
Britton company’s mill, one of 
the largest in this part of the 
state and cutting 50,000 feet 
a day, fought the fire with the 
apparatus of the plant and was 
reinforced by the fire company 
from Florala.

J. Britton, head of the 
company, gave the following 
statement after the fire was un- 
der control: “Immediate recon- 
striction will be commenced 
and we will be able to take 
care of the requirements of all 
our customers with very little 
delay.”
